SEEK BASIS TO

Sir Richard Crawford and State 
Department Officials Continue 
Conferences on Plans to Facil- 
itate Shipments of Neutrals

WASHINGTON—Informal conferences 
are being held between state depart- 
ment officials and Sir Richard Craw- 


ford, commercial attache of the British 
embassy, lodking toward expedition of 
neutral commerce under the British 
blockade order-in-council. In the negoti- 
ations the state department is acting 
wholly informally to facilitate specific 
cases, expressly retaining its position of 
non-acquiescence in the British measure. 

The embassy is assembling a large 
amount of data on the _ Subject which 
soon will be published as a statement 
for the information and guidance of 
shippers. Instructions from the British 
government to the admiralty, setting 
forth the proceedure to be followed in 
eases of detention of ships bound to or 
from the blockade zone, are expected any 
day. The embassy does not know what 
the procedure will be, but it is urging 
the home government to hasten the de- 
cision because of the tremendous pres- 
sure being exerted by American im- 
porters, and exporters seeking to move 
their goods. All of these cases go over 
Sir Richard’s desk.

It therefore expresses the opinion that 
it is inexpedient for Cambridge to em-

This system is 
said Sere very satisfactory, both to the 
city and to the assistant assessors, and is 
recommended by the 


eommittee as 
worthy. of consideration. 

The recommendations as submitted by 
the committeeare as as follows: 

1. “That the office of assessor be made 
appointive. 

.2. That equalization maps be pro- 
vided. 

3. -That a civil engineer be employed 
to prepare mathematical rules and tables 
for the valuation of real estate, and that 
these rules and tables be applied by the 
assessors to property in the city of Cam- 
bridge. 

4. That before changes are made in 
the assessment of particular parcels the, 
owners be notified and be given an op- 
portunity to bé heard, if they so desire; 
and that this opportunity be granted 
to them only upon filing answers to 
such questions as may be submitted by 
the assessors. 

5: That these’ changes be made effec- 
tive for assessment purposes in the year 
1916. 

In concluding its report the committee 
says that “such a revaluation as we 
have recommended will be greatly facili- 
tated if. the hearty cooperation of .the 
taxpayers can be secured. The primary 
object is to secure a fairer apportion- 


ment of taxes upon real estate, and not |} 


to secure a higher valuation. Your com- 
mittee,is unable to predict whether a 
thorough-going revaluation of real es- 
tate will increase the total assessment 
of taxable property, but it is desirable 
that taxpayers be assured that, if the 
result is: a larger assessment, the in- | 
crease shall lead to a reduction. of tax 
rates and not to greater expenditures.

FRENCH SUCCESS 
CLAIMED IN AREA 
NORTH OF FLIREY 


Paris Goudnunicine States Balloon 
Cable Cut by French Shell —

PARIS, April 9—Fresh French~ suc- 
cesses are officially reported between the | 
Meuse and the Moselle during yester- 
day. Tresh ground was gained at 
Eparges, the progress being: maintained 
in spite of three violent counter- attacks. 
Further south a German company was 
wiped out, and in the Boise d’Ailly more 
German trenches were carried. 

North of Flirey, the French gained a 
footing in the German defensive works, 
holding them in spite of German counter- 
attacks. Northwest of this wood a cap- 
tive ballopn cable was cut by a French 
shell, the balloon floating across the 
French lines to the southeast. 

\Thursday—<An official communique re- 
ports artillery engagements in Belgium, 
while in the Aisne valley and east of 
Rheims the French efforts were actively 
continued. The French have maintained 
their gains between the Meuse and Mo- 
selle in their entirety, besides making 
further progress. In Bois-Brule_ the 
Frengh captured German trenches. 

BERLIN, April 8—Headquarters report 
that the battles between the Meuse and 
Moselle continue. In the Woevre plain, 
east and southeast of Verdun, all the 
French attacks failed. In. the Combres 


jhills the French forces, which had in 


some places penetrated the German 
outer trenches, were forced back by a 
counter attack, while the French bat- 
talions advancing from Selouse wood, 
north of St. Mihiel, were driven back 
with heavy losses. 

Severe fighting at short range is again 
in progress in Bois-Dailly, while in the 
forest of Apremont the Germans are 
driving the French back after an unsuc- 
cessful attack. 

French attacks on the position north 
of Flirey and five attacks west of Bois- 
le-Pretre, broke down. The total French 
losses along the front were again extra- 
ordinary, although not the slightest suc- 
eess resulted to them.

Towards Mezo Laborcz, the Austro- 
Germans, considerably reenforced, at- 
tempted an offensive but the Russians, 
after occupying the Czabalocs-Szuko 
front, repelled all attacks, the Germans 
losing heavily. 

North of the railway line from Uzsok 
to Berezna, the Russians successfully 
erossed the principal chain of the Car- 
pathians and have scored a tactical vic- 
tory on the heights south and north of 
Volasate. 

VIENNA, April 9—-An official com- 
munique states that the obstinate fight- 
ing in the eastern Beskid mountains 
reached a climax during Easter. Rus- 
sian attacks on both sides of the 
Laborez valley im Hungary, where the 
Russians had been reenforced by a ma- 
jority of the forces from before Przemysl, 
were repulsed with heavy losses. 

Counter-attacking, the Austro-German 
troops captured several strong Russian 
positions on the heights east and west 
of the valley. Though the fighting con- 
tinues, the Austrian success in the east- 
ern battle in which some 10,000 un- 
wounded prisoners were captured is in- 
disputable.

LONDON, \ Friday—The treasury this 
morning has supplied to The Christian 
Science Monitor’s London bureau a copy 


of a letter fromthe chancellor of the 
exchequer in which Mr, Lloyd George 
deals with misstatements of his recent. 
speeches on the drink question. 

The letter refers to Mr. Keir Hardie’s 
speech at the Independent Labor mieet- 
ing at Norwich when he declared the 
workers who had been putting in 84 
hours a week had been maligned by: Mr. 
Lloyd George. 

I need hardly say, the’ chaneellor 
writes, there is no truth in this aceusa- 
tion. I have, he continued, referred 
twice only to the effect of drinking on 
the munitions of war. At Bangor, 1 said 
most of our workmen are putting every 
ounce of strength into this urgent work 
for their, country, loyally and patriotic- 
ally. This, he continued, is not true 
of all; some, he was sorry to say, were 
shirking their duty in this great emer- 
gency. He had heard of workmen in 
armament works refusing to work ‘a 
full week’s work for the nation’s need. 

They were in the minority, the vast 
majority belonging to the class the coun- 
try could depend upon. A small minor- 
ity could, however, throw the whole 
works out of gear. 

The reason, ‘he, added, was médstly 

the lure of drink: when refusing to work 
full time, and--when returning, their 
strength and efficiency was impaired by 
the way in which they had spent their 
leisure. Drink, the.statement continues, 
was doing mote damage in the war than 
all the German submarines together, .

No: such attack, the chancellor adds, 
was intended and no such attack was 
made. The trouble is, however, that 
drink habits of the minority have the 
effect. of seriously diminishing the out- 
put of war material at a time when 
the success of the Allies depends en- 
tirely on that material being largely 
increased. ° 

The evidence upon which the goyern- 
ment had been reluctantly foreed to 
come to this conclusion depends not tpon 
employers statements but upon inde- 
pendent iftquiries on behalf of gosern- 
ments, the results of which will soon 
be published.

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Herr Jaeckel began by saying that the | 
widespread controversy to which Herr 
Heine’s speech had given rise had gradu- 
ally created the impression that the 
speaker’s views corresponded fo those of 
the Socialist Reichstag deputies who had | 
voted ‘the war credits.

Herr Heine’s watchword, however, 
“We are first Germans, and then So- 
cialists,’ was not that of the members 
of the Reichstag to which the writer re- 
ferred, or probably that of the majority 
of the faction. Many of them, like the 
writer, were workingmen who had be- 
longed to the party from their early 
youth, who had given it of their best and 
had received much in return. 

The party was their most sacred and 
treasured possession; there was nothing 
on earth that. they held dearer. These 
men did not dream of deducing from theif 
present position with regard ‘to the. war 
that the previous attitude of the party 
respecting attendance at court (Hof- 
gaengerei) was ridiculous, and that its 
attitude toward the voting of budgets 
was wrong.

It may have been this long immunity 
of Hooghly shipping from loss which led 
the’ port authority to investigate the 
question of navigating the river by night, 
and so saving the shipping some hours of 
valuable time. When the question was 
submitted to the pilots these, as a body, 
were practically unanimous tn condemn- 
ing it. They declared that it was diffi- 
cult enough to bring a ship up the river 
with all the advantages of daylight, but 
that at night their task would become 
impossible. The port commissioners, 
however, remitted the question to a 
special committee of navigators and 
pilots, two members of the Calgutta 
pilot service were attached to it, and 
this committee, after going into the 
question thoroughly, recommended that 
night navigation should be introduced. 
This view coincided with the wishes of 
the mercantile and shipping community 
of Caleutta and was officially adopted by, 
the port commissioners, but the | pilots 
as a body continued hostile to it, and the 
proposal remained in abeyance for more 
than a year. 

The main objection taken by the pilots 
was the faulty lighting of the river. 
This question has since. been gone. into, 
and a committee appointed specially to 
consider the point has recommended cer- 
tain improvements in lighting, which 
have been carried out. 

The government ..of Bengal has’ now 
notified the removal of the restrictions 
on navigation by niglit in those parts of 
the Hooghly which have been properly 
lighted, namely, the stretch between 
Mud Point and Saugor. During the con- 
tinuation of the war it has not been 
thought advisable to permit navigation 
any further up. The notification, also 
emphasizes the, fact that-navigation by 
night is entirely an optional matter, and 
the question whether any ship shall or 
shall not be taken up. or down the river 
by night restg-wholly with -the pilot in 
charge, who, if he doesnot consider it 
advisable cannot be forced to under- 
take it. ,

War Prompts Rangoon Chamber

PROF ESSION OF 
TEACHING TOPIC 
OF LONDON TALK 


Mrs. Sidney Webb Discusses Sev- 
eral Questions Kelating to- an 
Investigation of Teaching Or- 
ganization in. England

LONDON—By way of complement to 
her lectures already given on industrial 
organization, Mrs.- Sidney Webb opened 

a frésh series on March 11, dealing with 
professional. organizations more espe- 
cially in their relations to state and 


municipal enterprise. 


In her opening lecture Mrs. Webb .put 
to her wahiohes: which was. chiefly, ‘if 
not wholly composed of teachers, a se- 
ries .of questions bearing upon the re- 
sulte of some of her investigations into 
the present teaching organization in 
England. Why is it, she asked, that the 
organization. of teachers has been sd 
late in developing, seeing that the pro- 
fession is an old-established one? It 
was not-till-the middle of the nineteenth 
century, ‘she continued; Ahat the first 
ollege of Preceptors, 
was established, and ‘the organgza tion 
of this body had about it a distinctly 
early Victorian flavor, as is witnessed 
by the somewhat pedantic title. Mrs. 
Webb hinted at an answer to her own 
question by inferring that the tardiness 
in developing ofganization was due to 
the fact that the. teachers’ profession 
had been so mixed up with ecclesiasti- 
cism, Which had proved a drag upon its 
expansion toward fuller expression; a 
view which ‘was generally indorsed by 
her audience. 


National Teachers’ Union. ._ 
Out of “over : 300,000 elementary teach- 


ers in England, only some 120,000 are 


organized, and of about 40,000 secondary 


tentntee only one-fifth of the ‘number is 
organized. The success of the National 
Union of. Teathers and of the London 
Teachers’ Association Mrs. Webb consid- 
ers to be due to the fact that all the 
membere .of each of these—bodies are 
working under: one type of authority | 
and under one godg of law. The latter 
association” shé chakacterized @3 an in- 
tensive culture, combining. a trade union 
organization with a cooperating asso- 
ciation of consumers, whieh had. devel- 
oped within , the National Teachers’

ests, ‘with a view to obtaining: a due 
ii | representation of the different sections 
on the executive, the Teachers’ Regis- 
tration Council. . * 
--The methods of this organization, the 
N. T. U., are similar to those of manual 
working: trade urtions, though the meth- 
od, of :collective bargaining is little used. 
Its: chief weapons are the bringing to 
bear of political pressure on the central 
authority ‘and local authorities, the elec- 


tion. of representatives on various edn- 


cational bodies, and the use of.a skilled 
légal department. for the protection of 
its interests. The results of its activ- 


ities are shown in thé steady. overcom- | 


ing of the oppressive action from’ which 
the elementary teachers.suffered in 1879, 
at. the hands of the central authority, 
an improvement in salaries, the, estab- 
lishment. of a pension scheme, checks 
upon the exactions of managers, and, 
above all, a higher social status.

EDICTS IN BELGIUM 


Decrees Create Differences Be- 
tween Belgian Tribunals and 
the German: Aathorities 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 

PARIS, France—The XXe Siecle gives 
a detailed account of the differences 
which have arisen between the Belgian 
tribunals. and the German authorities, 
owing to two decrees of capital import- 
ance issued by the governor-general, 
Von Bissing. 

The one refers to the lawsuits 
brought for damages and provides that 
they shall be judged in future by an 


‘arbitration college. in which’ the Ger- 


man element wil} preponderate. The 
second decree deals with difficulties aris- 
ing between tenants and landowner, 
and declares that these cases shall be 
judged without right of appeal in cer- 
tain- conditions, by justices of the peace 
aided by two assessors. 
tices of the peace and the assessors will 
be chosen by the™ president of the 
tribunal out of a list of 50 names 
drawn up by the justice of the. peace. 
solicitors, notaries, 
nor any other functionary, will ‘be al- 
lowed to attend the courts, nor will bar- 
risters be able to render assistance to 


the ‘parties interested. The findings of |, 


the courts will be made public by meana 
of police agents. 

On the publication of these decrees, 
the highest Belgian judicial authorities 
in Brussels held a meeting in camera at 
which it was decided that the decrees 


|could not be binding on Belgian tribu- 


nals and-that they would continue to 
deal with cases brought. before them as 
formerly. The justices of -the peace, 
who are important factors in the work- 
ing of the new German courts also held 
a meeting and decided not to lend them- 
selves to the carryitig out of the new 
decree. 

The Barristers Association has for- 
bidden any of its members in Brussels 
or in any other district to take any 
part in the holding of the German 
courts on pain of having their names 
removed from the roll. The association 
has also addressed three vigorous pro- 
tests to the government dealing with 
the abuses which occur daily in the in- 
fliction of repressive measures and the 
formation of exceptional tribunals.

Miss Wentworth was a dignified Cho-

ness through all its range, and she han- 


dies it with exc@ent method. | 

Marie Louise Biggers has also a voice 
of.sweetness. In its lower register there 
is fulness and breadth almost contralto. 
Her grief in the last act was an effective 
bit of acting, the more potent becausé 
restrained. 

Henry Taylor found difficulty in get- 
ting his voice over the orchestra, which 
was not altogether his fault, for .the 
others had also the same trouble. His 
tones were forced at times. Philip Fein 
has an agreeable voice but his idea of ' 
the part of the marriage broker includes 
a comedy element that adds nothing to 
the character. Thomas Chalmers made 
of Sharpless all that the author would 
allow. His singing-and acting were both 
pleasing.

NEW EXHIBITIONS OPEN IN 
ART GALLERIES OF BOSTON 


At the galleries of Doll & Richards, 
71 Newbury street, there opened today 
for two weeks an exhibition of paint- 
ings by Elizabeth Wentworth Roberts 
made up largely scenes along the 
New England beaches and sketches of 


of 


interiors. 

Miss Roberts paints broadly and free- 
fy and with cool coloring that is rarely 
keyed at all high. Her compositions are 
most simple—a stretch of wave-washed 
sand, the deep hued surface of a sea 
pool, a bit of rolling pasture land—yet 
she has the faculty of making them most 
interesting through the sheer ability of 
making them very real. 

This sense of realism is due largely to 


the artist’s mastery of the art of per- | 
spective. It is peculiarly. manifest in' 
her beach scenes. Her reaches of sand 
are not represented by vertical band of 
color on the canvas; they seem actually 
to lie on a horizontal plane. It takes 
very little imagination to feel oneself 
walking along them for many miles, 

In all of the pictures one finds this 
skill of presenting distance. Her seas 
are great floors of water. Her skies are 
arching vaults, not flat curtains of color. 
Even her little interiors, sketchy as they 
may be, are real “interiors” for this 
reason. And it is all done, not by a 
meretricious trick, but by goed paint- 
ing. 

One of ner most pleasing canvases is 
“Ipswich ,Bay,” showing a long beach 
lapped by a calm opalescent sea and 
overarched hy a fleece-veiled sky of 
blue. It is a picture of open spaces 
filled with cool sweet air, of vistas that 
lead the eye to indefinite distance. 

Miss Roberts’ skill-in finding interest 
in simple scenes is even better shown in 
“The Beach in August.” The horizon is 
very high on the canvas, nearly at the 
top, a strip of blue sea glimpsed tarough 
a break in sand dunes. The rest of the 
picture is but of flat, tawny sand, a 
violet-hued tidal pool in the foreground 
reflecting in its shallows the scarlet and 
white dresses of two little girls walking 
across the beach. It is a combination 
of impressionism and realism. 

A picture which shows some very un- 
usual lighting effects is “Perkins Cove,” 
the dark waters of the cove, swirling 
about a point of rock that rises from its 
depths in the foreground; the water 
being in deep shadow, the point of rock 


its cold, dark waters undulating against 
a seaweed-covered rock, ; 

Miss Roberts’ interior sketches of Con- 
cord women sewing in the vestries of the 
local churches for the war refugees are 
delightful. Her rooms have a real depth. 
Her figures, though hastily drafted, have 
individualities and would probably be 
recognized immediately by acquain- 
cs ge Her grouping, though most nat- 
ural, is always charming. And she has 
caught the trick of lending warm light 
to her whole canvas by introducing a 
single note of bright color.

Rate Regulation Effects 


“The present condition of the Ameri- 
can railroads is due in part,” Mr. Elliott 
said, “to an effort on the. part of the 
country to fix rates and service by reg"1- 
lation, and at the same time to have 
them ‘fixed by competition, thus bringing 
an. almost impossible condition, some- 
what destructive of results and values. 

“Tt is a question how far it is to the 
public interest to apply the so-called 
antitrust law to the transportation 
business. Well organized, prudently 
managed and wisely regulated combi- 
nations~of railroads may, in the long 
run, produce greater efficiency and ser- 
vice to the: public than excessive com- 
petition, with the resulting duplication 
of facilities and increaséd expenses. 

“Today the government recognizes 
some of the great commercial activities 
of its population by departments. and 
cabinet officers, such. as_the secretary 
of the treasury, secretary of agriculture, 
secretary .of commerce and secretary of 
labor.: The transportation business of 
the United: States is next to agriculture 
in importance, in volume, and in its 
relation ‘to the, welfare of the whole 
country, and it should have a defender 
in the councils of. the cabinet. 


Plan of Balance Sought 

“I believe it would be well to have a 
department of transportation, with a sec- 
retary: Of transportation at the, head of 
it, who should be a member of the’ cabi- 


net, Such.a-man would of necessity have 


to champion somewhat the rights and 
privileges-of the transportation business, 
such as.tht secretaries of the treasury, 
commerce and labor speak for their par- 
ticular subjects. Such an office would 
have -a wholesome balancing effect be- 
tween the demands of the public and of. 
the regulatory organizations on one side, 
and any errors of policy and manage- 
ment on the part-of the owners of the 
property .on the other side.” 

Referring to the New England railroad 
situation,, Mr. Elliott, said that with con- 
| flicting Jaws in the different states it 
“calls attention very, forcibly to. the 


desirability of a federal incorporation 


act. for, those failroads,. the majority of 
whose Business is renee 
\. Exclusive federal jurisdiction over cor- 
porate affairs of finance would not in- 
terfere with the rights of states in mat- 
ters of local regulation, he said, and a 
simplification of. the relations, between 
the railroad and one central govern- 
ment agency as to corporate and finan- 
cial questions would save a great deal 
of time and energy now used by officers 
in appearing before many different state 
organizations “and give them much 
more time to devote to details of man- 
agement and to constructive work for 
efficiency, economy and improved service 
to the public.” :

Wording Slightly Different

Declare Nature of Contents 

“Any shipper of intelligence desiring 
to get: the benefit of the provisions of 
this act in making shipments by ex- 


press in boxes’ would simply declare the 
nature of the contents and make out 
an express receipt in the same manner 
as he would make out a bill of lading. 
This would apparently preclude the ex- 
press companies or the commission from 
basing rates upon the value-of the ship- 
ments.

Plans already begin to crop up for 
moving to the outdoor living room, the 
porch. The porch couch must have new 
_ pillows and a fresh washable cover, 
there must be new table-cloths and 
doilies and napkins for eating out on 
the veranda, and the table for bogks 
and papers must be fitted with a new 
strip to match the awnings. 

Most popular this year are the'plain 
art linens, which come now in many of 
' the softer pastel shades, as well as in 
the nut browns and purples. The cloths 
are finished with’ the Grecian knotted 
fringe eight inches’ deep and braided 
about four inches, and they are weighted 
at each corner with little linen-covered 
lead weights to defy stray ‘breezes. 
These can be removed when the cloths 
are laundered. The napkins to match 
are coarsely hemstitched; some of the 
linens are marked with four-inch cross- 
stitch initials that are quite effective 
and are not difficult to do. 

Of course the dishes used with the 
cloths include the various craftsman and 
art domestic chinas, the, Bavarian, 
Danish, Hungarian and English china 
und pottery where possible to obtain it. 
The Japanese gray, yellow and green 
Wares are good and Chinese ware is 
always attractive for this purpose, 
especially in the old blue willow 
patterns. 

The tan table linen done in Russian 
and Danish patterned borders in colors, 
both in cross-stitch and outline em- 
broidery, is very decorative; in some 
cases the color design is worked in 
medallions where the threads have 
already been drawn, which gives the 
border of the cloth a lacy appearance. 
The edges of these cloths are often fin- 
ished with lace of linen the same color 
as the cloth. 

Owing to the cessation ‘of imports, 
particularly from Germany, there are 
not the usual varieties of colored 
damasks or the white cloths with col-

Several of the sales 
from\_ community headquarters in the 
southern states bring unusual cushion 
covers in hand-woven linen, canvas ro 
honeycomb matérial, which. are in Jex- 
cellent color combinations and follow 
the patterns reproduced in rugs and 
draperies from our grandmothers’ bed- 
spreads. 


Grapefruit Tree With Edsciscinlly 
Large Yield 


A grapefruit tree which, it is believed, 
has broken the record as a fruit-bearer 
has been taken from the ranch of Dr. 
M, T. Moore, just outside Corning, Cal., 
to the exposition at San Diego. Later 
it is to be exhibited at San Francisco. 
According to a description in the Ob- 
server, published at Corning, the tree is 
only about 414 feet high, with about the 
same spread of branches, the trunk is 
but three inches in diameter, and yet 
the tree has 78 splendid specimens of 
grapefruit growing in heavy clusters 
over it. The fruit has an almost uni- 
form circumference of 13 and 14 inches. 
The tree is so remarkable that it at- 
tracted the attention of the exposition 
commissioners, who decided that it ought 
to be put on exhibiton as an example 
of what can be grown in the Sacramento 
valley. 


SIMPLE SALADS FOR SPRING MENUS 


Salads seem to take the leading role 
in the spring menu. The upspringing of 
green things seems to incline one to 
turn from the heavy meats and’ vegeta- 
bles to put the crisp cool salad in the 
place of honor. The markets are filled 
just now with fresh salad materials, 
and the customary combination of let- 
tuce, tomatoes and spring onions may 
be varied .by many other newcomers 
to the spring ranks. 

Cucumber Salad—Slice thin four cu- 
cumbers and one Spanish onion or three 
bunches of scallions cut fine, sprinkle 
with pepper and salt. Make a dressing 
of three quarters of a cup of cream, the 
juice of half a lemon, a tablespoon of 
Tarragon vinegar, salt, a dash of pa- 
prika, two tablespoons of sugar. Toss 
the salad lightly in the dressing, line 
the salad bowl with thoroughly washed 
and wiped green lettuce leaves, turn in 
the salad and slice over the top fresh 
radishes in thin slices. 

Fresh Rhubarb Salad—Cut in small 
pieces enough rhubarb to make five cups, 
turn boiling water over it and let stand 
10 minutes; drain, add fresh boilmg 
water, boil until tender but not to 
pieces, add three quarters of a cup of 
‘sugar and set away to cool. When cold, 
drain, add half a cup of chopped pecans. 
half a cup of finely-chopped celery. 
Have ready a boiled dressing made and 
chilled, using for it three tablespoons of 
flour with enough water to make a thin 
batter> a quarter of a cup of vinegar 
and three quarters of a cup of water, 
three tablespoons of sugar, one teaspoon 
of melted. butter, the yolks of four eggs, 
the white of one, a pinch of dry ‘mus- 
tard and salt, and half a cup of water. 
Mix well all together and cook in a 
double boiler until of the right thick- 
ness, stirring constantly. When cold, 
just before using add a little whipped 
cfeam, serve in white lettuce leaves

A revival of this fine old handicraft 
has been inaugurated during the last 
three or four years among the women 
of the remote Kentucky mountains, and 
an exhibition. of their work is now mak- 
ing its‘ way among the large eastern 
cities, under the direction of Mrs. Anna 
Ernberg, teacher of weaving in Berea 
College, Berea, Ky., by whom the.women 
of the mountains have been. encouraged 
to develop these homely fireside indus- 
tries of spinning, dyeing and weaving: 


Exhibition of “‘Kivers”’ 


The exhibition, which has just been 
seen in Boston, is now in New York city 
and goes next to Atlantic City, shows 
a delightful assortment of these cover- 
lets—cheerfully called “‘kivers” by the 
teachers as well as the mountain . wo- 
men—in beautiful shades of indigo blue 
and white, dull green and white, and an 
occasional soft brown and white; dura- 
ble rugs for bedroom or bathroom in 
colors to harmonize with the ‘coverlets; 
cotton counterpanes, in honeycomb and 
dimity designs,-with netted. fringe; and 
various table-covers, doilies, curtains and 
pillow tops. 

Not only will every housewife who 
sees them realize their beauty and long 
enduring quality, but she will be sure to 
be doubly interested when she hears the 
story of the isolated women who have 
been made active and happy through 
this industrial work. 

“TI wish I could take you with me on 
one of my long horseback rides through 
the mountains,” says Mrs. Ernberg, “and 
let you see what it has meant to these 
women to feel that they could do some- 
thing which was wanted by the big 
world outside and by which they could 
earn a better living and have better 
homes than they had ever dreamed of. 

“When I went to Berea College :four 


|do work which they could sell. 


a ago. to teach weaving and &spin- 


ning to the mountain girls who gathered 
there, I was struck with the dreary ex- 
istence of the mothers back in the’ log 
cabins, who had known nothing but 
drudgery all their days. It seemed to 
me that some such beautiful industry 
might be started among them as 
had made Deerfield famous—something 
which they could do in their homes and 
yet would give them. a definite worth- 
while purpose. So: we held meetings 
and invited them to come, and we 
taught them how. to weave and spin, 
and slowly persuaded them to try. to 
At first 
they were gkeptical as to anybody’s 
wanting these simple ‘kivers’ which 
they had always regarded as plain, 
homely things;. but when they. found 
that women everywhere were delighted 
with them and called for more, their 
work attained a dignity in , their 
own eyes and their enthysiasm grew 
amazingly. 


Mountain Cabins Visited 


_ “T went personally to every cabin and 
got the weavers under way. The col- 
lege supplies the spinning wheels and 
the dyes and the: looms, as well as the 
materials for work, and they are_care- 
fully taught the best methods and given 
fine old patterns to work out. Twice 
a year, and sometimes oftener, I go on 
horseback to these log homes and give 
them advice. There are about 35 of the 
workers now, located in the mountains 
anywhere from five to 50 miles away, 
so you see my trips are long jaunts— 
but it is worth it to see; their busy, 


happy ways which before held so little. 


of interest: Once a year they all come 
to the college, where’ their work. is ex-

“ate granted the vote they will not use it. Some semblance of con- 
’ firmation was given this contention’ a year ago at the aldermanic 
clattion when the total of their vote fell short of expectations, 
Malthough on a percentage basis it was larger than the vote cast by 
the men... At the primaries in February of this year the women’s 
“vote was still short of what the equal suffrage leaders had promised, 
~ but in the light of the latest balloting it seems evident that the newly

On last election day the women cast 86 per cent, the men 87 
_ per cent. of their registered vote. In the February primary Robert

primary, William Hale Thompson, Republican, the victor in. the 
most recent contest, ‘was given only 25,842 votes by women.

“The Teaching Profession in Eiaieha - 


In THE-course of an elaborate inquiry into the constitution and 


working of the organization of the teaching profession in England, 
more especially in its relation to the state and municipal enterprise, 
_Mrs..Sidney Webb recently threw some interesting sidelights upon 
the conflict of ideals which has been maintained between the pro- 
fession and the central authority. 

The activity of the National Union of Teachers has undoubt- 
edly enabled teachers to guard their interests against oppressive 
action, and to check exactions on the part of managers, while rais- 
ing the social status and improving the financial position of its 
members. - But, though the union has, been so faf successful, and 
has benefited the public by endeavoring to identify the interests of 
the teachers with those of the children, it has failed to deal effec- 
tively with the question of uincertificated teachers. For secondary 
teachers the teachers’ registration council has also, in recent years, 
done miuch useful spade work, and perhaps the most satisfactory 
feature for the outside. public is the growing feeling between ele- 
mentary and secondary teachers of solidarity of interest. v 

Cynics have classed teachers in two categories: those who know 
how. to teach and.do it, and those who don’t know how, but try 
to:teach by. flogging. Some maintain that teaching is a gift, others 
. that by means of a* technique, those who have no special gift can 
be trained as teachers. The truth perhaps lies between the two. 
It is certain that many people who can do things well have not the 
power of criticism, or of judging the efforts of others. Those who 
are doers are generally so occupied with the doing that they appear 
to have ‘no time for, ‘observation or thought beyond the matter in 
which they are absorbed; hence their “comparative” sense is lacking. 
On the other hand, thse who have’ the comparative sense highly 


‘developed are better judges of the efforts of others than producers 


of effort themselves. 

The plea for. development of techinitie: in the scholastic profes- 
sion has much in its favor, in that it would help to eliminate the 
uhcertificated teacher who is‘one of the greatest drags upon’the rais- 
ing both of the ‘salaries and the status of the profession.- It has 
_ been pertinently. asked, What is the nature 6f the certificate; is it to 
the effect that a teacher knows his subject or that he is a good 
teacher? Closely associated with the question of the development 

of technique ‘is that ofthe size of the classes with which teachers 
have to deal. If the classes are sufficiently small, technique will 
not, be so essential as with large classes, which give children no 
‘ opportunity - of expressing themselves. The development of tech. 
‘nique should facilitate the removal of the incapable teacher and even 
thus indirectly. enhance the teacher’s status; but this aim can best 
be achieved by an organization which puts its ideas into a common 
stock and enforces not only its rights, but its duties and responsibili- 
ties to the BiH:

IN ORDER to spur Philadelphia’ on to greater effort, the Public» 


te 


Ledger of that city asks those interested in: the development of the a § 


Pennsylvania port to keep their éyes.on Boston. That newspaper, - 
notes what Boston already has done ‘with the purpose of improving » 
its oversea commerce, and it does not neglect to note also what 
Boston has failed to-do. The discovery made by ‘Boston recently : 
that its seagoing business is likely to be injured, perhaps irreparably, 
by adoption of a narrow policy wfth reference to the great steamship 
lines, could hardly have escgped attention. That the state is expected 
to help the city :in this matter, however, is the point of. greatest 
interest to our contemporary. Massachusetts, it says, is expected — 
to do its part in preparing Boston in this and other respects ‘for 
greater commercial activities. On the strength of this, Pennsylvahia 
is urged to assist Philadelphia in developing its: port facilities. The 
problem is one,, it is insisted, in which the state is as deeply con- 
cerned as the city. “If it had not been for the national appropria- 
tions for the Delaware river channel,” says the Public Ledger, “the 
state would today have practically no access to the sea at all.. This 
is a humiliating position in which we should no longer ‘be content 
to rest.” 

Boston and Philadelphia may well make common cause. along 
this general line. Having done all they are capable of doing as 
municipalities for the development of their harbors they are justified 
in looking to their respective states for help. This is decidedly 
better than looking to the nation. . Massachusetts within recent 
years has made liberal contributions toward harbor and dock 
improvements in Boston ; the question now is, whether these i improve- 
ments are to he rendered practically useless through the imposition 
of terminal charges that will more than offset, in the estimation of 
the steamship companies, the dock advantages afforded. . There is 
so much to be gained by encouraging oversea steamship companies 
to, use Boston harbor, and so much to be lost by reversing the lib- 
eral policy that recently has induced many of them to use it, that, 
as we see it, free terminals should be promptly assured to all. 

There will be plenty of business by and by for every American 
port prepared to receive and discharge it. It will not all-go, speak- 
ing for Atlantic coast traffic, to New York, nor will all that over- 
flows New York go to Boston, or Philadelphia, or Baltimore. ‘The ~, 
ports that are ready to deal efficiently and liberally with ship com- 
panies and shippers will share reasonably in the traffic. It is not 
necessary to the prosperity of the port of Boston that it shall-deprive 
New York or Philadelphia or Baltimore of any business belonsie 
to them. This is true with names transposed. The only thing, Wwe 
are convinced, that can prevent Boston at presént from inducing’ a 
very thuch larger oversea trade than it has ever had before’ is the © 
possibility of its adoption of a policy entirely at: variance with that
